Objects of the Sbelter - 


This Shelter” is provided : —. 


First—For respectable -young women who are in 
search of work when they arrive as strangers in this city, 
either from foreign lands or from the country districts. 


Second—For those temporarily out of employment in 
changing from one position to another. 


Third—For young women when pursued by the un- 
scruptlous. 


Fourth—For foolish - young girls, who in a spirit of in- 


dependence and self-confidence have broken temporarily 
loose from proper home restraint, only to discover the 


_ danger of their position. 


To all of these classes the Shelter forms, indeed, a 
refuge in the time of deepest need, as it provides a safe 
Christian home, and a judicious counselor and friend i in 


‘the Resident Deaconess and House . Mother, who gives 


direction and help to the girls in finding suitable employ- 
ment, and in securing a safe and permanent home, 


A small charge per week is made, but no suitable ap- 
plicant is rejected because to her other trials is added 


the entire absence of money. 


The amount charged to each person is below the actual ~ 
cost, but the charges are purposely kept low, as exper- 
ience has shown that many of the young women would 
feel themselves excluded if more were asked. 


To retain the Shelter as a temporary home for those 
it is sought to ‘benefit, thirty-five years is established as 
the age limit, and four weeks’ sojourn as the time limit . 
for accepted ‘applicants. 
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History of the Shelter for Respectable Girls 


Sister Catharine, daughter of Chancellor Jones of 
New York, having joined the Sisterhood of the Holy 
Communion when it was formed in 1854, entered upon 
the work of nursing in St. Luke’s Hospital when it was 
opened in 1858; and having served there for fourteen 
years, in 1872 upon the advice of her pastor, Rev. Dr. 
Muhlenberg, left that institution and returned to the Sis- 
ters’ House of the Church of the Holy Communion. She 
was impelled to this step by her experience in the hospital 


- work, as she saw the need of a home for convalescents 


on their discharge from hospital wards, and also as she 
realized the needs of young girls who were strangers in 
the city for protection and aid in finding suitable em- 
ployment. With the help of Rev. Dr. Muhlenberg and 
Rev. Dr. Lawrence, the rector of the Church of the Holy 
Communion, she organized and founded in 1872 an insti- 
tution to meet these requirements. This institution was 
named by Rev. Dr. Muhlenberg ‘‘The Shelter for Re- 


spectable Girls.’’ A generous response met Sister Cath- 


arine’s appeal to the general public for.support. After- 
ward when Sister Catharine and the sisters with her 
gave up the parish-work, they devoted themselves to the 
development of.this new institution, in.which they. made 
Sister Catharine’s life were consecrated.. _ 

As stated in the Charter: ‘‘The particular business 
and object of said Society shall be to provide a refuge 
in which homeless but respectable girls could find a safe 
shelter until provided with situations, and to train young 
girls in domestic and other serviees and provide them 
with situations where they may earn a respectable liv- 
Mg ani ; ia 


their home and to which the remaining ‘active years of 
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The aim of the institution was thus to provide a well- 
regulated, Christian home, in which personal influence 
could be exerted upon the girls seeking. a home there 
through the counsel and friendly advice and help of a 


- discreet, Christian woman. The question of payment 


for such a home on the part of the girls was to be alto- 
gether secondary. The building up of ‘self-respecting 
womanhood on the part of the girls was sought and pro- 
tected by the payment of such fees as each individual 
working girl could afford, but no poor, self-respecting 
girl was ever to be refused admission on account of her 
poverty. These arrangements were to be confidential 
between the head of the house and the girls who entered. 
No discriminations were made on account of differences 
in religion, nationality, or race, or on account of pay- 
ment or non-payment of board. This charitable policy 
of the institution has continued from the beginning; and 


‘while luxurious accommodations are not furnished, a 
‘comfortable and safe home is secured, and help is given 
-when it is needed most in securing suitable employment. 


_. The general policy of the institution has never been 
changed, although as years have passed by, changes of 
details have been necessary to accommodate the chang- 
ing conditions. ra oe 

1, As separate convalescent homes were gradually 
established. this portion of the original design was modi- 
ae and the institution devoted itself entirely to shelter 
work. ; 

2.. As rescue homes and correctional institutions were 
established, and as experience manifested the impracti- 
cability of sheltering the two classes under the same © 
roof, more and more the. emphasis in admissions was 
placed upon the self-respecting character of the. girls 


who applied. 
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3. At the beginning it was thought that regular in- 
struction in household service could be given while wait- 
ing for permanent engagements in families, but the tem- 
porary character of the home made necessary the aban- 
donment of this portion of the original design. 

4. Ags the demands on the institution increased, it be- 
came necessary to establish an age limit for admission, 
and a time'limit for sojourn. The average length of stay 
recently has been from nine to ten days. 

5. With the steady inflow of immigrants into the city 
for many years, and at the request of many foreign con- 
suls in this port for assistance in providing for the girls 
from their respective countries who arrived here and 
were unfamiliar with the means of securing employment, 
the work of the Shelter has been largely given to this 
class of young women. This part of the work has been 
much interrupted by this world war, and the institution 
lias been obliged to devote itself more to friendless girls 
arriving as strangers from the country districts. 

Besides the contributions from the girls, the voluntary 
annual subscribers supply the deficit in the cost of the 
work. The number of girls to whom entirely free board 
is given necessarily depends upon the varying conditions 
of the labor market, and the ease or. difficulty exper- 
ienced by the girls in obtaining work. — oe 

In December, 1880, the institution was incorporated 
under the general laws of the State of New York, a char- 
ter was obtained, a constitution and by-laws adopted, 
and a board of trustees of seven members was formed 
consisting of Rev. Dr. Morgan of St. Thomas’s Church, 
Rev. Dr. Cooke of St. Bartholomew’s Church, Rev. Dr. 
Seabury of the General Theological Seminary, Rev. 
George 8. Baker of St. Luke’s Hospital, Sister Cathar- 
ine, Miss Emily Kearney Rodgers and Mr. Charles F. 
Conner. On May 13, 1890, the number of members of 
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the board was legally increased from seven to fifteen, 
and an Executive Committee was formed to meet fre- 
quently, and to whom practically the administration was 
confided, subject to the approval of the full board, who 
were to meet yearly, or oftener, at the call of the Presi- 
dent. On October 4, 1886, the corporation was brought 
into closer relation with the diocese, and the Bishop was 
invited to act as official visitor. Sincée October 27, 1908, 
the Bishop of the Diocese of New York has-been: annu- 
ally elected as Honorary’ President. ° a 
- At the beginning Sister Catharine associated with her- - 
self two or more sisters to assist her in the conduct of 
the work, and a band of consecrated volunteers, called 
Lady Associates, who by their generous contributions 
and their efforts to secure annual subscribers assisted 
materially in the conduct and support of the work. This 
Board still exists and actively cooperates as Auxiliary 
to the Board of Trustees in the work of the institution. 
On May 18, 1906, Sister Catharine found it necessary on 
account of her advanced age and her removal from the 
city to resign the office of Treasurer, and Mr. J. Hull 
Browning was appointed her successor. In this office 
he faithfully served until his sudden death in 1914, when 
Miss Ella L. Graham was unanimously elected Treas- 
urer, and a committee on trust funds: was elected con- 
sisting of Mr. Benjamin W. Wells, Mr. William C. Breed, 
and Mrs. J. Hull Browning. . 

From the beginning the work was carried on in rented 
houses yearly leased. Two of these houses were on West 
14th St., and one on East 46th St., but on January 27, 
1904, owing to the generous contributions made for the 
purpose, and the assumption by the Treasurer, Mr. 
Browning, of a mortgage on the property for the bal- 


--atice, the house now occupied, 212 Hast 46th Street, was . .~: 


purchased, This mortgage was finally liquidated by the 
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trustees, and the deed of the property was turned over 


to them. This house contains accommodations for twen- | 


ty-two beneficiaries at a time, but the growth of the work 


makes it advisable, when we have the funds and it is . 


possible to do so, to purchase a larger house more fav- 
orably situated. 


When Sister Catharine was obliged on account of her | 


increasing years to retire from the active direction of 
the work, she was elected an honorary member of the 
Executive Committee, and the work was carried on for a 
few years by matrons under Sister Catharine’s direc- 
tion. In 1902, Sister Hleanor, who had been originally 
associated with Sister Catharine, returned to the work 
and remained in charge of it until her death in 1909. She 
was succeeded by: Mrs. Florence O. Jones, who for fifteen 
years had beén in charge of the Girls’ Club House of 
St. Bartholomew’s parish, as matron in charge, and con- 
tinued in that position until July 1, 1916. She was im- 
mediately succeeded by Deaconess Katherine Gillmore 
who assumed charge as House Mother and Resident 
Deaconess; and after a time her sister, Miss L. A. Gill- 
more, was appointed as her-assistant. These two ladies 
have continued their self-sacrificing and successful la- 
bors for the Shelter until: the present day. 

The character of the work of the Shelter could not be 
better described than it was in the letter given below 
from Bishop Henry C. Potter after his first official visit 
to the institution.

York City for young women, where no self-respecting 
and suitable girl is ever denied admission on account of 
poverty: In putting this resolve into effect we are In- 
debted to the Resident Housemother and her sister, both 
of whom were so closely associated with Sister Cathar- 
ine and Rev. Dr. Baker, and both of whom are imbued 
‘4, the same spirit. . 
ele to ihe flexible working of our Shelter, while 
essentially it remains a temporary home for girls and 
helps to place them satisfactorily in positions, im hospi- 
tals, or aids them in returning home, as the special need 
may be; it is éver ready to do its bit in meeting immed- 
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jate and pressing national and civic needs, as for in- 
stance in opening wide its doors to the sufferers of the 
Titanic disaster, and in co-operation with the Red Cross 
in the recent war. 

We foresee in the future when the trend of immigra- 
tion again is towards our shore that the Shelter can aid 
greatly in the Americanization of the girls whose first 
idea of this country will reach them through the home 
which the Shelter provides. It is indeed such a home 
that the girls really regard it as their own. They mani- 
fest this feeling by letters and visits, by endeavors to in- 
terest their employers in its behalf, and even in one in- 
stance a Swiss girl showed it by leaving a small bequest 
to the place which she felt had meant so much to her. 

The Trustees are indebted to the Lady Associates for 
their regular inspection of the Home, and for the gen- 
erous help they have given the Deaconess in providing 
for the special needs of individual girls. They desire to 
express their regret at the resignation from the Board 
of Mr. Benjamin W. Wells, and to record their appre- 
ciation of his prompt and efficient services while a mem- 
ber of their body. They desire to express their thanks 
to Messrs. Breed, Abbott and Morgan for legal help and 
advice which they have given the Shelter in regard to the 
legacy received from the Estate of Mrs. Margaret Zim- 
merman and in other matters, and to the Medical Staff 
for their cheerful and ready response to the calls for . 
their services. 

The Trustees would be glad if the reserve fund, the 


. interest on which has had to be so heavily drawn upon 


for current expenses to meet the highly increased cost 
of living, could be increased by $30,000.00, as this would 
enable them to secure a better equipped and located 


house for the larger work we anticipate. In this aim we 


shall need the continued co-operation and loyal support 
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of the annual subscribers, and to enlist the interest and . 


help of the younger generation for this work for young 
women, which has always been conducted on the broad- 
est lines in giving a home to those who require it with- 
out distinction of nationality or creed.

void which the loss of Dr. Baker has made. 
He does not feel sufficiently in touch with the work of 
the Shelter to make any special report as yet.
